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Schools To Receive Drug, 
Alcohol Education Grant 


Andover Public Schools will be awarded a.$17,106 grant from 
the Governor’s Alliance Against Drugs to continue expansion of 
drug and alcohol education programs as part of the Drug Free 
Schools Act. 

John Doherty, Jr., executive director of the Governor’s Alli- 
ance, praised school officials for their plans to use the grant 
money. He stated that the Governor’s Alliance Against Drugs 
looks forward to working with the community in helping to de- 
velop successful programs to combat drug and alcohol abuse 
among students. 

This grant represents the second year of a three-year funding 
cycle under the program. The Governor’s Alliance Against 
Drugs is responsible for reviewing grant applications and dis- 
tributing funds to all Massachusetts communities. 

The Governor’s Alliance was initiated by Governor Michael 
Dukakis in 1984 with the goal of achieving drug-free schools by 
1990. 

The alliance program calls for drug and alcohol education to 
begin as early as kindergarten and continue through high 
school; a written memorandum of understanding between 
school superintendents and local police chiefs on how to handle 
students caught using or selling drugs on school campuses; 
school discipline codes that include specific penalties for drug 
or alcohol use or sales on school campuses; local community 
treatment programs which youngsters with serious drug and 
alcohol problems can be referred and treated; peer and parent 
programs. 

All Massachusetts communities are eligible to apply for fund- 
ing through their school superintendent.

Friends of Charlene Avallone Bobek, 
the Andover woman who was seriously 
injured in a hit-and-run accident just be- 
fore Christmas, have set up a fund in her 


name. 

Bobek, 34, of 39 Summer St. is in crit- 
ical condition at Massachusetts General 
Hospital with multiple injuries. She was 
making a left turn at Massachusetts Ave- 
nue and Glenwood Road in North Andover 
Dec. 20 when a truck without its lights on 
hit her car from behind. Bobek’s car 
slammed into a house. 

The driver of the truck left the scene of 
the accident and has not been found. 

Bobek suffered severe injuries, includ- 
ing fractured legs and ribs, punctured 
lungs and facial injuries. Oxygen tubes 
help her breathe. 

Friends of the family have set up a fund 
to help defray medical costs. Contribu- 
tions may be made to the Charlene Bobek 
Fund at Andover Savings Bank, P.O. Box 
150, Andover, Mass. 01810, to the attention 
of Donna Lee. 

According to family members, Bobek 
was wearing her seatbelt. “They say the 
seatbelt saved her life,” said Bobek’s 
mother, Evelyn Avallone of North And- 
over. “If she didn’t have it on, she proba- 
bly would have been thrown from the car 
at the first impact.”’ 

Family members said the accident has 
set back Bobek’s plans to teach her three- 
year-old disabled daughter, Emily, to 
walk. Emily, who was born with spina bi- 
fida, finished radiation treatment for a 
brain tumor two weeks before her moth- 
er’s accident. 

Bobek and her husband, William, have 
two other children, Lesley, 8, and Derek, 
19. 

Avallone said her daughter’s friends 
and acquaintances have been a big help. 
“Everybody has just been wonderful,” 
she said. ‘The Dana-Farber Center, the 
Children’s Hospital (where Emily has 
been treated) called. It’s unbelievable— 
so many friends.” 

Avallone said she and her son-in-law 
visited Mass. General Tuesday night and 
that Bobek, although tubes prevent her 
from speaking, was able to write. ‘She 
squeezed my hand,” Avallone said. 
“She’s fighting; you can just feel it. 

“To see her there, it’s just tearing us 
apart,” Avallone added. “Tt’s something 
that didn’t have to be. That’s what’s 
hurts—it’s so senseless.”

Master Plan 


Ralston: Town Should Be Urged To Get Involved 


The latest installment in a series of town dis- 
cussions concerning revamping the town master 
plan landed on the Board of Selectmen’s doorstep 
last week when the selectmen discussed with 
planning staff what form the plan should take at 
Town Meeting in April. 

After a presentation from town planner Laura 
Hill, Selectman Gail Ralston spoke extensively, 
focusing on need for public input. 

Although she praised the recent one-to-one 
meetings between the planners and various town 
groups, Ralston said she feels more steps to fur- 
ther involve residents are needed. 

“We should rete define the procedure to get 
citizens clearly involved in the master plan pro- 
cedures,” Ralston said. The master plan will be 
lacking, she said, “if we do not make every at- 


tempt at citizen participation.” 

What the current program needs to do is clear- 
ly outline how townspeople should be involved in 
developing the upcoming master plan and in fu- 
ture revisions, she said. 

_ Ralston also advocated gathering more data, 
citing the 1983 master plan program which “most 
people have indicated...could have been a whole 
lot better’ in gathering statistical information, 
she said. 

The selectman also commented that planners 
should become involved with regional planning 
groups. 

Finally, she called for a comprehensive town- 
wide survey to be mailed to all residents. 

Planning Board member John O’Brien re- 
called that ‘there seemed to be a mandate to 


have something pretty much final by the next 
Town Meeting.”’ 

The assemblage generally agreed with Select- 
man Charles Wesson, who said “I think we need 
something ready for Town Meeting,” but added 
Ae rian that a full report would be ready by 

pril. 

“It’s a time and money problem,” said Town 
Manager Kenneth Mahony. “‘I suspect time more 
than money.” 

Local resident Chris Holmes wanted to know 
what form the report would take at Town Meet- 


ing. 

Hill replied that she felt the master plan should 
be presented as an informational summary of 
community and Planning Board suggestions and 
should include visual aids such as zoning maps. 


Committees Discuss Solutions 
To High School Parking Crunch 


Parking, or lack thereof, is always 
at the forefront of town government. 
And now it’s an issue at Andover 
High School. 

A parking committee at the high 
school made up of students and fac- 
ulty members studied the problem 
and met with appropriate town offi- 
cials to come up with the following 
solutions: 

ePermit students to park in the un- 
paved area at the end of the tennis 
courts (leading to Moraine Street). 
Consider paving in the spring. 

Permit parallel parking in front 
of the tennis courts on a provisional 
basis. 

*Plow snow from West Middle 
School parking lot to the high school 
driveway. Consider the installation 
of a permanent sidewalk along 
Shawsheen Road. 

Study other areas for parking, 
such as the areas adjacent to the 
West Middle School tennis courts 
and expansion of the high school 
parking lot out to Shawsheen Road. 

School Committee members didn’t 
abiert to any of the specific propo- 
sals at their Dec. 20 meeting. But 
they did make suggestions during a 
45-minute discussion on the four pro- 
posed recommendations. 

Making due with the space al- 
ready available was a common sen- 
timent among the board. 

Creating an abundance of spaces 
isn’t the goal, said School Commit- 
tee Chairman Donald Robb, because 
at some point it will fall short of the 
demand. “I really don’t think it’s 
our responsibility to provide a space 
for everyone who wants to drive to 
school,’’ he said,

Frishman suggested alternatives to 
increasing the number of parking 
spaces, like limiting the number of 
students permitted to park their 
cars at school, charging an annual 
student parking fee and encouraging 
the use of public transportation and 
school buses. 

Paving areas, a notion suggested 
in a few of the proposals, is an un- 
realistic solution, said committee 
member Richard Neal. It’s costly, 
and creating extra parking spaces is 
not one of the committee’s high 
priority items, he said. 

Superintendent of Schools Dr. 
Kenneth Seifert said he agrees with 
the short-term proposals. But he 
said the amount of parking space 
must be defined, and a method for 
allocating the space should be con- 
sidered as a long-term solution. 

Enforcement is difficult because 
no one has time to monitor the situa- 
tion. “You'd have to have a full-time 
police officer,” Seifert said. 

And restricting students from 
driving to school is a double-edged 
sword. Many students drive to 
school because they are involved in 
extracurricular activities. This in- 
volvement is encouraged, said And- 
over High School Principal Wilbur 
Hixon. But, commenting on the 
parking situation, Hixon said said 
‘we are bulging at the seams right 
now...it’s a difficult situation and 
shouldn’t be put off.”’ 

Keeping in mind the School Com- 
mittee’s suggestions, Hixon said stu- 
dents will be permitted to park in the 
areas near the tennis courts. This 
opens up space for, about 40 more 


cars. ° 


The parking lot at West Middle 
School has been used indiscriminate- 
ly by high school students, the prin- 
cipal said. “Abuse has been taking 
place,” Hixon said. ‘““We won't toler- 
ate it.” 

And if parking at the middle 
school is allowed, it will be mon- 
itored, he said. “I want a designated 
area so they (students) don’t in- 
fringe on the West Middle School 
faculty.” 

The safety of the middle school 
students also concerns Hixon. Those 
parking at West will have to abide 
by the rules of exiting properly and 
not cutting through the loop used by 
school buses, he said. 

The current parking policy at the 
high school will remain. That is, se- 
niors may request parking stickers. 
A lottery is used to divvy up the re- 
maining stickers to sophomores and 
juniors.

There was good news and bad news for the Andover High boys’ varsity 
basketball team, which finally launched its long-awaited 1988-89 campaign 
earlier this week after the longest pre-season (one month) in the history of 
the sport at AHS.

sued a warning that Haggetts pond is un- 
safe for skating. DPW officials point out 
that there is a constant flow of water in 
the pond due to Fish Brook pumping and 
constant filling of the pond from the treat- 
ment plant, which prevents the pond from 
attaining an ice surface suitable and safe 
for skating activities.

sponsored by the town, which had just 
been released in November, 1987. The re- 
port concluded that a drug and alcohol 
problem existed among Andover youth 
and that the community needed to get 
more involved, rather than depend on 
school or town programs. 

Comprehensive permits, which allow a 
developer to be eligible for state funding 
when units were set aside as affordable 
housing, was still a hot issue with several 
permits still pending before the town or 
state. Out of seven applications ‘sub- 
mitted, only one has been built with two 
others likely to be constructed. 

eThe collaborative school project, 
which divided the town for almost two 
years. Some parents supported the con- 
cept of a joint Lawrence-Andover school 
with its proposed progressive curriculum. 
Detractors were fearful the school would 
wind up being a tax burden and that “vol- 
untary” enrollment would become man- 
datory if attendance declined. At a 
special Town Meeting in June, residents 
voted overwhelmingly to abandon the 
project. At their next meeting, School 
Committee members voted to “withdraw 
gracefully” from the concept. 

ePhillips Academy, in its third attempt 
over the years to concoct a profitable 
plan to renovate the old Abbot Academy 
girls’ school, needed to change a zoning 
bylaw in order to convert the buildings 
into apartments and commercial space. 
At Town Meeting in April, citizens ap- 
proved the zoning change by a slim mar- 
gin. Academy officials say they will bring 
their finalized plans to the Zoning Board 
of Appeals early next year. 

But other than a bit of controversy with 
the late March town elections featuring 
two contested selectmen’s seats or some 
conversation during Town Meeting in 
April regarding the master plan, Mahony 
sees few storm clouds on the horizon in 
1989, although, ‘‘You never know until you 
see what (town meeting warrant peti- 
tions) citizens bring in,” said Mahony. 

Still, even a quiet year will bring 
changes in a town that carries a budget of 
more than $40 million. For one, Mahony 
expects a few resignations from adminis- 
trative personnel. But within three years 
he feels about 80 percent of those in top 
town positions will move on. “It’s good to 
have some rotation within your depart- 
ments,” he said.

As for Mahony himself, the town man- 
ager said that, although he doesn’t plan to 
remain the town’s head administrator 
forever, “I don’t have any resumes out at 
this time.” 

One of the major accomplishments in 
1989 for Andover, said Mahony, was the 
culmination of a two-year effort to get the 
police department accredited by an ex- 
clusive national law enforcement group. 

“When you consider there are over 300 
municipalities in the state plus colleges 
and transit authorities with police depart- 
ments, I think it’s amazing that we are 
only one of a few among them to have 
been accredited,”’ he said. “I take a lot of 
pride in that, and the police department 
takes pride in their accomplishment too.” 

As for municipal ere Mahony 
pointed to Memorial Hall Library, a long- 
term million dollar project that, although 
it still requires some fine-tuning, finally 
opened to the public in September. Work 
is progressing on the $1.6 million Old 
Town Hall renovation project, and Maho- 
ny expects the building to be ready for 
public use sometime in the spring. 

As for long-range planning, the town is 
readying another five-year plan, and offi- 
cials will be meeting in the coming 
months to assess Andover’s physical 
needs and financial position and set prio- 
rities. 

High on the list of projects needed by 
the town are street improvements, sewer 
work and water main and pipe replace- 
ment, said Mahony. 

One benefit town residents could see in 
the near future is a legacy from the past, 
indicated the town manager. Because the 
town has been financially stable in recent 
times, Andover has a good chance of 
earning a Triple A credit rating, said Ma- 
hony. 

Only about six municipalities in the 
state currently possess the AAA rating, 
which Mahony says would pay dividends 
in terms of a preferred customer, lower 
interest rate on bond sales. 

“We're hoping to get it by next spring,” 
said Mahony. 

Andover has achieved its good reputa- 
tion for financial stability partly because 
the townspeople have generally practiced 
austerity at Town Meetings, said Maho- 
ny. He also credits the application of 
sound financial practices of his adminis- 
tration and that of his predecessor, for- 
mer Town Manager Jared S.A. Clark. 

The future is what at least one national 
organization will be looking for in And- 
over sometime next year as Andover and 
such cities as Cincinnati and Dayton, 
Ohio, take part in a study aiming to deter- 
mine what American municipalities will 
be like in the 1990s. 

Called Future Visions, the study is 
sponsored by the International Managers 
Association and the National League of 
Cities. Mahony feels the study “will help 
Andover set its own goals” and “provide 
a broader perspective to our residents.”

Andover resident Gregory Spurr was designated a “heavy 
hitter” for the 1988 Pan-Mass Challenge to benefit Dana-Farber 
Cancer Institute’s Jimmy Fund. Spurr was recognized for rais- 
ing more than $2,000 in pledges after he completed the 194-mile 
bicycle ride from Sturbridge to Provincetown. 

He was one of nearly 900 riders who participated in the ninth 
annual PMC, which is celebrating a record year, having raised 
more than $850,000. Nearly $2.5 million has been contributed to 
date for cancer research and treatment at Dana-Farber. 


“The PMC riders have a great deal to be proud of” said Billy 
Starr, founder and director of PMC who organized the first ride 
after losing his other, uncle and cousin to cancer.

Seifert To Leave Post 


Superintendent of Schools Dr. 
Kenneth Seifert signed a contract 
Dec, 21 that financially maps out his 
next three years and officially ends 
his employment in the Andover 
school system June 30, 1991. 

Seifert will receive a 6.9 percent 
salary increase this year, retroac- 
tive to July 1, 1988, bringing his an- 
nual pay to about $79,000. 

Certain allotments—such as trav- 
el expenditures and insurance— 
which were paid separately in the 
past, are now being included in the 
superintendent’s salary. This makes 
his total earnings in fiscal year 88 to 
about $85,000. 

The superintendent's salary in the 
next two years, fiscal year ’89 and 
19, will be $90,000 and 96,000, respec- 
tively. 

Also included in the contract: 

eA sabbatical leave of absence 
with full pay will be granted to Sei- 
fert for one semester during the 
1989-’90 school year in lieu of a sub- 
stantial amount of unused vacation 
days accrued during the years. 

*Merit pay may be awarded dur- 
ing the last two years of the contract 
for the accomplishment of goals set 
by the School Committee. 

*Vacation time is 30 days per year 

*Sick leave will be granted at the 
greatest level provided by the School 
Committee to other professional em- 
ployees.
